For the past six years, the BEARS have furnisliéd the personnel 
to operate the Bethel Ambulance Service. We have been very under- 


stafféd for years, but still have managed ‘to offer you a coverage 247 


‘hours a day, seven days a week, 365 days a year, In order to serve 
you, we have and still do spend unbelievable hours training, practicing 
and. sacrificing out time. We take pride in being able to help those 
who need-us and are there at all times to anyone who needs us. We 
-have operated the service for almost six years with one ambulance. 
‘The atea we cover is 600 square miles, We felt we needed a back up 
unit in order to serve you more effectively, There have been times 
when, our one ambulance was on a run when a second one was. need: 
‘ed. We now have two. ambulances. There are‘ many who don’t believe 
we need two, but thesé same people are the ones who would holler 
ithe loudest if they needed the ambulance and it Was not available. 
“Thankfully that is not how the majority of the citizens feel. We feel 
it is time, YOU the citizens; we serve realize the, situation we are 
operating under. a, Me, 
The two ambulances belong to the Town of Bethel. When the 
‘first ambulance was’ bought, there was no place to house it. The prob- 
dem hasn't. gone away with the years. Now there are. two. ambulances 
and still after: six years. we have no place to. house the ambulances 
or our equipment: or. 4. placé to’ ‘have our training, meeting, classes, 
‘ete. One ambulatice' has been housed: at the Bethel Fire Station since 
it was bought, but there isn’t room for it there, let alone for the 
second ambulance, The: second ambulance. is stored in the S.A.D. 44 
.Bus Garage. - vas 
All our equipment, is stored. in the CEP room in the basement 
«of the Fire Station, and in cupboards in the small hallway. This 
‘room is. not. big: enough to act--as a CEP room im the event of a 
disaster, without any of our equipment being stored there. It would be a 
disaster if any,emergency arosé which would require the use of the 


oom, We cannot adequately store our equipment there, let alone: 


‘hold any meetings, training, etc. Therefore, we hold our first-aid class 
that. is offered to you, the public in the local high school, which 
means transporting equipment and teaching materials twice a 
week from the CEP room to Telstar and back again. Sometimes we 
have to. make two. trips. from the car to classroom and then two trips 
ack to the car. Not only is it.time consuming to move this but it is 
not helping miaintain owr equipment in the best of condition. It is 
wear and tear on a private vehicle which the town is not maintaining. 

We hold our meetings, training, etc., upstairs in the fire station 
if the firemen are not using the station, If so, we find an alternate 
‘place such a&. the Bethel Savings Bank, etc. We therefore feel justified 
jn asking the people, to find us.a place to hold first-aid classes and do 
sur training. - 

For six years the town officials have known that the fire station 
as is was not sufficient to house the ambulance, have training, hold 
lasses, and store equipment, They have known for at least two years 
“that they were going to get a second ambulance, yet a place was not 
found until about one month before the second ambulance arrived. 

The facilities committee worked for ‘two to three years looking 
‘into the needs of the town, In its presentation to the town they pro- 


i nosed that something be.done about the inadequate situation of the 


Ambulance, 

We don’t feel we. should wait another three years, until a build- 
ing is. built. At town meeting, it was voted to spend $1,500 for an ar- 
wehitéect to study adding on to the fire station and bring it back at the 
mext town meeting. Jf approved it would be still another two years 


‘before anything wotild be built. That $1,560 could represent 15% 


‘of what it would take to build on to the Fire Station using volunteer 
Jabor. We still feel the people of our town aren’t rich, and we could 
‘build a permant. building and save money. 

The next item, we wotld like to discuss is the fact, we need 20 
wagers. We have three porfable radios of which two should be in the 


' ambulances,

Two nights a month are spent at meet- 
ings which have to do with the Ambulance. Other nights are spent 
helping other Ambulance groups in testing as others help us. Much 
time is spent in preparation and overseeing the whole operation. Many 
more hours are spent becoming an instructor and maintaining that. 

. Much time and effort mas been put into the Service by the 
co-managers and instructors either by making sure that all is running 
well with the Ambulances, that all personnel are up to date on their 
training, that classes for the public are given. In the last three months 
one person has put in over 450 hours, the other has put in almost. 
200. hours. , : 

How.many of you people volunteer your services for your town. 
There are some people who volunteer six hours, some 12 hours, 
some 24 hours, and some who volunteer 36. hours a week, plus much 
more time if a cail comes in and people have to go to help. Of the 
16 full time attendants that we have over the last three months the 
hours put in on duty is as follows: 1 spent over 500 hours; 2 
spent over 400 hours; 2 spent over 300 hours; 2 spent over 250 hours; 
*9 spent over 150 hours. . ’ 

We have six other attendants: 2 ate unable to be on at all; 1 has 
been unable to be on bécause*of injury, is. only now on with two 
others; 1 is not a full fledged attendant yet must go out with others; 
1 is on only half a day a-week; 1 is only on one 12 ‘hour shift a month. 

Having the pagers will not cost the town any extra money other 
than the purchase, as only the attendants that go in the ambulance get 
paid, If all 22 members showed up only the transporting crew in the 
ambulance will get paid, and it doesn’t make any difference where 
we are in the area. 

Do you know what the Ambulance Budget is or has been for the 
Jast four years. Do you know what Bethel’s share has been? Since 1976 
Bethel has been putting so much aside each year towards the’ purchase 
of a new ambulance. In 1978 and 1979 $4,000 was put aside. In 1980 
$10,000 was put aside. Betliel also received a State Grant for around 
$8,000.

There are severeal causes for 
concern, First, some drastic en- 


vironmental damage from acid k 


rain has already been documented, 
As I mentioned earlier, Maine’s 


Jakes have had frightening increas- ° 


es in acidity levels. In New York 
State, more than 170 lakes and 
ponds no longer support life. For- 
est growth in Sweden may have 
beén retarded as a result of. acid 
rain, 

Second, despite alarming initial 
indications that acid rain adverse- 
ly affects our miatural resources, 
we are embarking on a national 
program of increased use of coal, 
whose uncontrolled burning is a 
principal source of acid rain. 

Third, acid rain getterated in the 
United States and exported to Can- 
ada is severely straining U. S.- 
Canadian relations. We are neigh- 
bors and friends and.we want to 
maintain good relations ‘ith Can- 


Acid rain is‘ridt just an environ- 
mental problem for the people of 
Maine—it is an ecoriomic one. Our 
state is the most heavily forésted 
in the union, with about 90% of 
the state covered by forests. Our 
wood resotirées are without qués- 
tion the single most important 
coniporent of otir ecorioniy. 

If acid raiii does in fact retard 
forest growth, it could Have 4 pro- 
found effect on Maine’s economy. 

Unfortiinately, Maine cannot 
solve the acid rain problem aloiie. 
A large portion of the acid rai 
that wltimately falls in New Eng- 
land originates in the Midwest, as 
sulfur and nitrogen ’ emissions 
from industrial facilities in Ohio,

NOTES FROM 


Evans Notch 
White Mountain National Forest 


Assistant Ranger, Dennis Kan- 
ten, has been promoted and will 
be ‘assuming his new position on 
Harrisville Ranger District of the 
Huron-Manistee Forest at Harris-- 
ville, Mich. Dennis arrived on the 
Evans Notch Ranger. District in 
December of 1976. Prior’ to ‘his ar- 
rival in Maine, Dennis served as 
a recreation assistant and trainee 
forester at Two Harbors, Minn, He 
was graduated from the College 
of Forestry, University of Minne- 
sota in 1972, followed by a year’s 
appointment as a reséarch assist- 
tant at the college. During the last 
4% years, Dennis’ saw considerable 
increases in his areas of responsi- 
bility. The Youth Conservation 
Corps program expanded from a 
nonexistent program to an eight 
week summer session employing* 
40 young péople from Maine, New 
Hampshire and Massachusetts, 
90% of-the permanent Bog Brook 
YCC Camp facilities were com- 
pleted under his direction. Sub- 
stantial increases also occurred in 
the timber management ‘and wild 
life programs with the timber 
management program doubling in 
size and the wildlfie program 
going from nonexistent to one 
of substantial habitat improve- 
ment work accomplished each 
year. Dennis’ greatest satisfaction 
while serving as the timber man- 
agement assistant here has been 
to be involved with the growth and 
development of these programs, 
implementing them with a high 
degree of professionalism. Both 
the Forest Service and the com- 
munity at West Bethel where Den- 
nis, his wife Diane, and datighters 
Tracy and Kelly live, will miss 
them. Dennis atid his family will 
be leaving on May 18. A replace- 
ment has not yet been named. 

Around the country this week 
various committees are designat- 
ing one day as Arbor Day. In con- 
junction with the planting of trees, 
District crews are planting 13,000 
white pine seedlings on 71 acres 
of National Forest, Twenty two 
acres of this spring’s planting in- 
volves an area affected by the 
December windstorm. 

The salvage of blown down tim- 
ber continues with approximately 
20 sales active. During tle normal 
year, we usually have around eight 
sales active. When all sales are 
prepared and sold, some 4800 acres 
will have ben included in the sal- 
vage program. Approximately 13 
additional sales will be sold be-

This is a cri- 
tical period of the year for the 
Great Blue Heron as they will be 
laying and incubating eggs during 
the next month, We ask that you 
do not disturb any of these birds. 

All District campgrounds will 
be opening May i5. As was done 
last year to conserve energy, 
campers will be asked to remove 
all trash and garbage when they 
leave Crocker Pond Campground. 
No fees will be charged at Croc- 
ker Pond, 

Finally, we ask your coopera- 
tion in reducing the cost: of ye- 
pairing damage done to District 
campground and picnic areas by 
vandals each year. As récéently as 
April 8, vandals caused an esti- 
mated ‘$800, 00 damage to: toilet, 
registration, and water facilities 
in the Hastings Campground as 
well as sign damage. The National 
Forest facilities are provided for 
the use or enjoyment of all visit- 
ors.

Statistics. Of the 7900 people ar- 
rested, for Operating Under the 
Influence in 1980 and tested for 
blood ialcohol content, 20-24 year 
olds accounted for 303494. 

These figures were quoted today 
int a statement by Chairman Lee 
Allen of the Maine Highway Safe- 
ty Committee, “The next highest 
group was aged 25-29 years and 
accounted for 181% of those test- 
ed,” Mrs. Allen said. ‘16-19 year 
olds, all under the legal drinking 
age, made up slightly more than 
10% of the tested group; in ail; 
890 of them were arrested.’ 

“Over 1600 people who were ar- 
rested refused to take the blood al- 
cohol test, which means that their 
operator’s license was immediate- 
ly suspended for at least 90 days,” 
she continued. . 
“The Jargest group, almost 3000, 
showed readings rangirig between 
15 and 19% alcohol, a level where 
most people are séverly impair.
